Canadian Soprano Laurie Reviol owes her musical 
versatility in part to professional training as a jazz 
singer, an education at the University of Toronto in 
piano and voice, and graduate studies in historical 
interpretation at the Hochschule in Frankfurt 
where she now lives. She is acclaimed for 
performances in a wide-ranging repertoire: from 
Handel, Purcell and Monteverdi to Sophia 
Gubaidulina and Charlie Parker. 


In opera and concert performances, she has 
performed in radio broadcasts and recordings with 


such conductors as Thomas Hengelbrock, Richard 
Egarr, Wolfgang Katschner, Frieder Bernius, 
Michael Schneider and Stephen Stubbs. She has made a name for herself internationally as an 
interpreter of music from before 1800 and has recently and happily extended her repertoire 
into the 19th century. 


Laurie has sung in operas at the Komische Oper of Berlin, the Festspielhaus Baden-Baden, the 
Brussels Palaisdes Beaux Arts, Frankfurt’s Alte Oper, the Tanglewood Festival, and Vienna’s 
Konzerthaus. Chamber-music projects have taken her to Germany, Holland, Canada, England, 
the U.S.A., France, Poland, Lithuania and Morocco. 


Parallel to her singing work, Laurie Reviol has always maintained a teaching studio, and 
currently works as a voice teacher and vocal coach at the Hochschule fiir Musik in Frankfurt 
She enjoys an excellent reputation as a teacher of youth and young professionals, many of 
whom have begun their own performing careers.
